New York, December 2!.—Oliphant, died 
@t 2:05 o'clock this (Saturday) morning. 

New York, December 20.—James H. 
Oliphant, senior member of the stock 
exchange firm of James H. Oliphant 
& Co. is dying tonight from a bullet 
wound inflicted at his office this after- 
noon by Charles A. Geiger, a customer 
from Beaufort, S. C., who, after firing 
upon Oliphant, killed himself. 

The men were closeted in Oliphant’s 
private office at the time, and all that 
is known of what immediately preceded 
the shooting was iearned from the lips 
of the dying broker. Oliphant said that 
his refusal to extend further credit to 
Geiger caused the tragedy. ‘There is 
reason to betieve, however, that Geiger 
had become mentally irresponsible. A 
note book found upon his person 
tained computations by which the writ- 
er apparently had figured that he would 
be worth $3.000,000 by January. !, 1908. 

He actually possessed, so far as his 
person effects showed, less than $1. 

Owed-the Firm 

Geiger owed the Oliphants $2,000, and 
had been asked for a settlement.c He

ARE HEQUESTED 


Police Board Will. Ask for 3d 
Additional Policemen, 


Alleging that the growth of the city 
has made extra police protection: a ne- 
cessity, the board of police commission- 
ers, at a special session yesterday, de- 
cided to ask that the 1908 appropriation 
made by council.for the police depart- 
ment be large enough to permit the em- 
ployment of twenty-five additional pa- 
trolmen and eight reserves. 

While this request, coming, as it does, 
upon the eve of prohibition, will prove 
a surprise to many people, the members 
of the police board are of the opinion 
that the foree should be materially in- 
creased, and say this increase has been 
needed for several months past. 

The salary .appropriation asked for 
1908 is $224,280, which is $3,267 more 
than the appropriation granted for sal- 
artes for 1907. In the budget of 1907 a 
total appropriation of $275,220 was asked 
of which only $220,930 was granted. 

The total appropriation, including sal- 
aries and other expenses of the police 
department requested for 1908, is $246,- 
180.

‘Refuses, However, to Discuss 


American Politics for 
Time, 


ANTICIPATES NO FEAR 
UF WAR WITH JAPAR 
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Trade Relations Are Far 
portant to Permit of It, 
States—Philippines Are in 
Fine Condition, So 
He Sayn. 


New York, December 20.—William H. 
Taft, secretary of war, returned today 
from his trip around the world, bring- 
ing renewed assurance of Japan's 
friendliness toward the United States, 
but declining to say anything with re- 
mpect to the political situation in this 
coutitry. He said that he had been too 
long out of intimate touch with politi- 
cal affairs at home to discuss them in 
any way. One of Mr. Taft's interview- 
ers had the temerity to ask: 

“Well, Mr. Secretary, tell us who 
your choice for president.”’ 

Amid laughter, in which he heartily 
joined, the secretary replied: 

“I guess I will have to leave that to 
inference.’’ 

Mr. Taft left for Washington on an 
early afternoon train, saying that ac- 
cumulated matters in the war depart- 
ment would keep his nose to the offi- 
clal grindstone for some time to come, 
and that the preparation of his special 
report on the Philippines, which will 
be in book form, would also require 
much of his time in the near future. 
iDuring his two hours’ stay in New 
York Mr. Taft was aboard the army 
tug General Joseph E. Johnston, which 
had taken him away from the lner 
President Grant at quarantine. News- 
paper men who had gone down the’ bay 
to meet the returning secretary reach- 
ed the steamer’s side after he had been, 
transferred, and then followed a lively 
chase in an endeavor to overhaul] the 
army boat. 

The Johnston had’ been placed at the 
disposal of Henry W. Taft, the gsecre- 
yeneral Frederick D. 
Grant, commanding the department of 
the east, also went down on the John- 
ston to pay his respects. First thes 
Secretary was carried to Jersey City to 
find out about trains, and there it was 
announced that he would receive the 
newspaper men at West Twenty-third 
street, New York, at a given hour. The 
small army of reporiers gathered at the 
pier, but found they were again a few 
minutes late. The secretary was finally 
overhauled just as he was about to 
take the train for Washington.

Phasis that ‘a dirt-eating Mohavl 
would have paid more for his squaw,” 
and that he had bought her for a hand- 
ful of gold and had driven her before 
him like an animal, unconsciously, per- 
haps, she voiced her whole complaint 
against the man. she had married 
months before. 

It was the smallness of the price that 
rankled in her soul, that kept her eyes 
for weary days and nights forever fixed 
on the home from which she had been 
taken as the cave man takes his bride. 

It was this spirit that made her tell 
him ‘‘we are nameless strangers bound 
by a madhouse chain together,” and it 
was this desire to ever see the worse 
side of the man that always brought to 
her the image of the drunken beast 
who had broken into her home and 
forced her to go with him and marry 
him, 

The repression of feeling, the strain 
which is not relieved until the drop of 
the curtain in the third act, the unnat- 
uralness of the plot and the heroine, 
told differently on various people in the 
audience.

He 
lacks the ruggedness, the desperado 
air, the masterly assurance of Henry 
Miller, however, but still leaves one 
with an impression of a man who could 
fight his way to a woman’s love and an 
audience’s appreciation.

ing—Thought to Be

Washington, Decemiber 20.—(Special.)— 
' The department of state has just sent 
broaitcast throughout the country, espe- 
cially to surveyors of American ports, a 
complete and minute description of Van 
Dyke's ‘‘Elevation of the Cross,’’ a mag- 
nificant oil creation, over which tourists 
of continental galleries have been hang- 
ing for years past.

! Georgia has fared well in the committee appointments just announced 
by Speaker Cannon, of the national house of representatives. 

| At least two members of the Georgia delegation were accorded valuable 
promotions, while the new member, Congressman Edwards, of the first, was 
| assigned to the important committees whose duties are to consider reforms 
(in the civil service and expenditures on public buildings. 

| Perhaps most gratifying of all is the promotion of Congressman Griggs, 
‘of the second, to membership on the ways and means committee, which has 
to deal with all tariff questions and the important matter of raising. the 
i public revenue. This is the first time Georgia has been represented on this 
‘high committee since the retirement from congress of the late Judge Henry 
G. Turner, who was one of its most valued members. The appointment, 
| therefore, is not alone a tribute to the energy and ability of Congressman 
Griggs, but an honor to the state. 

Another appointment which is considered in the nature of a decided pro- 
‘motion is that of Congressman T. M. Bel!, of the ninth, to the committee 
‘on postoffices and postroads, wherein he may do valuable service, not alone 
‘for his home district, but for the entire state. In fact, announcement comes 
| trom Washington that it did not take him long to get busy in the matter 
| of forestalling the unjustified dismissal of two well-known Georgia post- 


| mistresses.

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A Riley Classic. 

THE BOYS OF THE OLD GLEE 
CLUB. By James Whitcomb Riley. Mr. 
Riley has written a. poem with all the 
elements of the universal appeal, 


as well as with the _ distinct 
promise of long Hfe. His theme 


is the old glee club, which used 


artistic institutions of rural and small 
town life, before the advent of the 
lyceum and of professional musicians 
largely supplanted it. One by one he 


| takes up the men whose voices used to} 


thrill and charm and touch the hear- 
of the passing generation. They 
are nearly all now men past middle 
life—-sturdy, worthy citizens who have 
battled with the world, and with whom 
emotion and sentiment have come to 
| have a deeper, more significant mean- 
‘ing than in the days when they swept 
the heartstrings of their audience from 
ithe low platform of the old hall. 

The poem irresistibly reminds the 
reader of that reminiscent master- 
piece of Oliver Wendell Holmes, “The 
Boys.” Like the genial “autocrat of 
the breakfast table,” Mr. Riley calls 
the roll of the men “who figured in the 
joyous’ jousts of the old glee club. He 
traces them as they have scattered to 
different portions of the country, and 
become famous or successful or receiv- 
ed a’ moderate share of both. He links 
the past with the present, with many 
a gracious, sweet touch

'a genius that is akin to wizardry. Done 
lin the inimitable hoosier dialect, the 
| word-painting is given an additional 
freshness and quaintness. Though the 
| keynote of the poem is a sort of gen- 
| tle, loving levity, here and there is 
‘seen an irresistible vein of melancholy, 
las the chronicler writes of whitening 
hair and enthusiasms the mellowness 
of which cannot hide the fact that they 
are not as bubbling and spontaneous as 
in the days of old. 

The poem will live and it will attain 
a universal vogue, because in its és- 
sence it is the ages-old, unconscious 
tragedy of the philosopher of ripening 
years—the trip along the winding, 
shadowy, ghost-haufhted road to the 
land of yesterday. The great, vital hu- 
man interest is the same, and the heart 
throbs in instinctive response, whether 
the reader personally knows and loves 
the “boys of the old glee club,” or 
whether in his retrospective mind's eye 
are the equally lovable “boys” rubbing 
elbows with us on the streets or sit- 
ting quietly at our own firesides. The 
illustrations are beyond criticism.

This morning the body, which lay at) 
rest in the executive mansion yesterday | 
and last night, will be taken to Athens | 
for interment, the otd home of the 
McLendons. 

The death of this bright and manly 
young son cast a great gloom over the 
capitol, where he was universally be- 
loved as the devoted companion of his 
father, who is the honored head of the 
railroad commission of Georgia. 

As soon as the news of his death 
reached Governor Smith he requested | 
that the body be not taken to the Ma. | 
jJestic hotel, where the McLendons make | 
their home, but to the executive man- 
sion, to lie in state until the hour for 
the funeral. 

Young Guyton was only (4 vears of 
age, but the constant companionship of 
his father had given alm an ease and 
grace granted few much older than he. 

Be was a student at the Georgia 
Military academy at College Park, 
where his studious habits endeared him 
to his professors, and his fearless cour- 
age made his popular on the campus, 

It was while there, several weeks 
ago, that he was taken with appendi-- 
citis. He was taken to the Presby- 
terian hospital and operated upon suc- 
cessfully. 

He seemed to be improving and it was 
the fond hope of his parents that he 
would be out again for the holidays. 
A short time ago he was taken with 
Pneumonia, which developed rapidly, 
finally snuffing out the young life early 
yesterday morning.

Judge Lott and Dr. M. M. Johnson, 
of this place, had gone to Waresboro, 
where they were joined by George Dent, 
of that place, and the three gentlemen 
had gone upon a quail hunt on the 
farm of Henry Mullis, a short distance 
from Waresboro. 

At the time of the accident Dr. John- 
s0n was some distance in front of 
Judge Lott, when he heard the report 
of a gun. Shortly afterwards he heard 
groans, and turning he hastened to 
Judge Lott, whom he found unconscious 
on the ground, with. his gun leaning 
against the fence. Judge Lott lLved 
only about a minute. Before he died he 
made two efforts to speak in answer to 
questions propounded by Dr. Johnson. 

It -appears that Judge Lott attempted 
to crawl OSver a fence about four feet 
high, and it seems that he had placed 
the gun on the opposite side before 
making the attempt to climb over. In 
climbing he struck the gun, which was 
thus discharged. 

The remains were 
cross this afternoon. 

Judge Lott was among the most prom- 
inent of south Georgians, and was unl- 
versally beloved. His wife was Miss 
Hattie Williams, the daughter of one of 
Waycross’ pioneer citizens, Dr. Ben 
Williams. Besides his wife, five chil- 
dren survive him. These are: Misses 
Edith and Clyde Lott, of Waycross; 
Lieutenuant Warren Lott, of the Unit- 
ed States army, who is stationed at 
Fort McPherson, and two small sons. 
We was 57 years of age. 

As soon as the news reached Waycross

There was an assumption on the 
part of buyerg of stocks that tomor- 
row’s bank statement was to show a ma- 
terial recuperation in the position of 
the clearing house institutions, The 
usual preliminary forecasts of the week's 
currency movement inficated some in- 
provement of position, but it was on in- 
timation of the concealed changes that 
the assumption of radiral bettermen¢ 
was based.
